So aiſo is the reſurreQion of the dead ; It 
isſown in corruption ; it is raiſcd in incorruption : Is 
is ſown in diſhonour ; it is raiſed in glory : lt is ſown 
in weakneſs ; it is raiſed in power: Itis ſown a na- 
tural body ; it is raiſed a ſpirirua] body. There is 2 
natural body, and there is a ſpiritual body. Ando 
it is written, The firſt man Adam was made 2 living 
foul, the laſt Adam wag-made-a quickening ſpirit. 
Howbeit that was not firit which is ſpiricual ; but 
that which is natural, and afterward that which is 
ſpiritual. The firſt man is of the earth, earthy : the 
econd man is the Lord from heaven. As is the 
earthy, ſach are they that are earthy : and as is the 
heavenly, ſuch are they alſo that are heavenly . And 
as we have born the image of the earthy, we ſhall 
alſo bear the image of che heavenly. Now this I ay, 
brethren, that fleſh and bloud cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God; neither doth corruption inherit in- 
corruption. Behold I ſhew you a myſtery, We ſhall
